WITH CRUZ & KASICH OUT, 
REPUBLICAN FIELD SEEMS 
CLEAR FOR DONALD TRUMP

Donald Trump’s last Republican foe, Ohio 
Gov John Kasich, ended his quixotic presi- 
dential campaign Wednesday, cementing 
Trump’s remarkable triumph as his party’s 
presumptive nominee and launching him to- 
ward a likely fall battle with Hillary Clinton. 
Some reluctant Republicans began to rally 
around Trump, but others agonized over their 
party’s future. 

Billionaire businessman Trump vowed to 
unite the splintered GOP, even as he was bit- 
ingly dismissive of members who have been 
critical of his campaign. 

“Those people can go away and maybe 
come back in eight years after we served 
two terms,” he said on NBC’s “Today” show 
“Honestly, there are some people 1 really don’t 
want.” 

Clinton, in her first remarks since Trump’s 
new status was crystallized, said she was more 
than prepared to handle the kind of deeply 


personal attacks that helped defeat Trump’s 
Republican rivals. 

“To me, this is the classic case of a bluster- 
ing, bullying guy,” the aU-but-certain Demo- 
cratic nominee told CNN. 

The long and chaotic Republican primary 
came to an abrupt end after Trump’s decisive 
victory Tuesday in Indiana. His win pushed 
Texas Sen. Ted Cruz, his closest rival, out of 
the race, with Kasich following on Wednes- 
day 

Trump’s takeover of the GOP marks one of 
the most stunning political feats in modern 
political history. A first-time candidate, he 
eschewed traditional fundraising and relied 
more on his own star power than television 
advertising to draw attention. He flouted po- 
litical decorum with controversial statements 
about women and minorities, leaving some 
Republicans convinced he won’t be able to 
cobble together the diverse coalition needed 
to win the general election. 

“It’s his party between now and November, 
but I don’t think it’s going to be his party af- 
ter November,” said Peter Wehner, a former 
adviser to President George W. Bush. Wehner 


is among the Republicans vowing to never 
vote for Trump, even if that means essentially 
handing CHnton the presidency 

There was notable silence from major Re- 
publican leaders Wednesday House Speaker 
Paul Ryan and Senate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell did not comment on Trump. A 
spokesman for George W Bush said the for- 
mer president “does not plan to participate in 
or comment on the presidential campaign”— 
a remarkable lack of public support for Trump 
from the last Republican to occupy the White 
House. 

Stfll, several GOP governors and senators 
said they would support Trump, according to 
a survey by The Associated Press. 

“Our first and foremost goal is to elect a 
conservative, pro-business, strong on national 
defense, a man who will stand behind our 
freedoms and our rights, and that person is 
Donald Trump,” Oklahoma Gov Mary FaUin 
said. “It is not Hillary Clinton.” 

Clinton has yet to shake Vermont Sen. 
Bernie Sanders, the democratic socialist who 
has energized young people and liberals with 
his calls for sweeping government-run health 


care and education programs. Stfll, Clinton 
has 93 percent of the delegates she needs to 
clinch the Democratic nomination and now 
is focusing her attention on Trump. 

“He is a loose cannon, and loose cannons 
tend to misfire,” Clinton said Wednesday Her 
campaign also released a web ad featuring 
clips of prominent Republicans, including his 
former rivals, bashing Trump. 

Both Clinton and Trump head into the gen- 
eral election with historically high unfavor- 
able ratings. But Clinton is generally popular 
within her own party, particularly with wom- 
en and minority voters who are crucial to win- 
ning general election battleground states like 
Florida, Colorado and Nevada. 

Some Republicans fear Trump’s poor stand- 
ing with those voters wfll not only cost the 
party the White House for a third straight 
term but the GOP’s Senate majority as well. 
Some Republican senators in tough races 
struggled Wednesday to position themselves 
in a party with Trump at the helm, including 
New Hampshire Sen. Kelly Ayotte, who said 
that while she would support him in the elec- 
tion, she would not endorse his candidacy

Escape to the land of sweet tea and wrap- 
around porches, metaphorically speaking, 
of course. The Roost’s self-proclaimed “best 
damn chicken in Chicago” helps you tap into 
that Southern frame of mind. The simple, 
from-scratch recipe comes from owner and 
North Carolina native Joe Scroggs. Fie start- 
ed Roost as a food truck in 2012, which you 
can still spot cruising the city with breakfast 
and lunch options. Today, Scroggs also has 
two brick-and-mortar locations to cure fried 
chicken cravings— a small, 30-seat space in 
Lakeview and a newer lo-seat River West lo- 
cation that opened in October. 

Scroggs is taking his secret family recipe to 
the grave, but wbat we do know is tbis: The 
chicken is fried to order, which means it stays 
in the brine until you walk away from the 
counter. We recommend going for the origi- 
nal fried chicken sandwich ($9) served on a 
buttermilk biscuit. Round out the meal with 
a side of creamy mac ’n’ cheese, peach cobbler 
(add $1) and sweet tea ($2). You’ll inch closer 
to that Tar Heel lifestyle with every bite, 
which is quite an accomplishment this far 
into Yankee territory 9 a.m.-9 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday and 9 a.m.-3 p.m. Sunday 

CALIFORNIA 

Summer House Santa Monica

Perhaps the hardest part of dining at Lincoln 
Park’s Summer House Santa Monica is get- 
ting through the door. Do as a healthy West 
Coaster would and pass up the bakery case 
when you enter (you can come back to that 
later). Once inside. Lettuce Entertain You’s 
California-inspired restaurant will greet you 
with sunny vibes and simple, seasonal ingre- 
dient-focused cuisine. It’s a solid choice when 
you’re battling a Chicago winter, but we find 
it equally refreshing on a nice day when the 
retractable roof is open and summertime 
Chi is creeping in. Lush plants hang from the 
beams overhead, and servers run around in 
matching checkered shirts, transporting you 
to a coastal beachfront restaurant. 

The wine list is heavy on California picks 
for obvious reasons, but if you’d rather go 
booze-free, try the Watermelon Smash mock- 
tail ($6.99). Or wait for the seasonal rose cart, 
which offers a rotating selection of pours 
from around the world, to come around. 


Food-wise, channel your inner- Angeleno with 
avocado toast ($13.99), Santa Monica Cobb 
salad (S13.99) and ahi tuna tostadas ($12.99). 
It’s still Chicago, of course, so if it’s a burger 
you’re after, you’ll find three. Bonus points: 
You can even nab a taste of Cali on your way 
out of town; a 40 -seat version of the restau- 
rant opened in O’Hare’s Terminal 2 in March.

The Angry Crab opened the floodgates for 
seafood-boil-in-a-bag restaurants in Chicago 
when it debuted in West Ridge last year. 
Still, the Louisiana-inspired spot remains the 
O.G. and is set to open a second larger loca- 
tion in Wicker Park reportedly sometime this 
month. While The Angry Crab draws inspi- 
ration from the South, the three brothers 
who own the restaurant hail from California, 
where seafood boils are just as popular. 

If you’re an Angry Crab virgin, we bave a 
game plan in place for your first visit. First, 
grab a pack of light beer on the way over (the 
restaurant is BYOB) to cut through the spicy 
fare. When you arrive, settle into one of the

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2 OLYMPIANS TACKLE 
MORE THAN JUST THEIR 
CHOSEN SPORTS IN RIO

Three months. That’s all that remains until the 2016 Summer Olympics. 

Naturally, Chicago sports fans in particular have been focused on the NFL draft, 
the Blackhawks’ early playoff exit and Chicago’s unstoppable baseball teams. If 
you’ve been wondering what’s been going on in Brazil, the short version is that 
government corruption, highly polluted water and the Zika virus have dominated 
headlines. 

Yet even at this point the Olympics are far from all doom and gloom. RedEye 
recently caught up with a pair of American athletes seeking to put an exclamation 
point on this year’s games. 


Ibtihaj Muhammad 

Age: 30 
Sport: Fencing 

Get to know her because: Muhammad 
will become the first American to compete 
in the Olympics while wearing a hijab, 
the traditional headscarf worn by Muslim 
women. She officially qualified for Brazil in 
January. 

How concerned are you about the Zika 
virus? 

The Olympic team has always been a 
dream of mine, and I’m very excited for 


Brazil. I still feel like we have a few months 
left, and I feel like there's some more in- 
formation out there. Hopefully we’ll have 
more information the closer we get to the 
Games. 

Wiil it or anything else keep you from 
going to Rio? 

Absolutely not. No way. 

As the first American to wear a hijab in 
the Games, how do you use that piat- 
form to spread a message of tolerance? 

I think even just qualifying and being the 
first Muslim woman to compete for the 


United States in hijab provides an image 
on the world stage to show that Muslim 
women, our hijab doesn’t hinder us in any 
way from accomplishing something even 
within the sports field. For me it’s been a 
really positive experience in hopefully cre- 
ating some level of tolerance. 

In light of some public figures’ 
inflammatory statements regarding 
Musiims recentiy, what sort of message 
do you have for those who adhere to 
anti-Musiim rhetoric? 

Day in and day out I think the rhetoric that 
we’re seeing in today’s society has created 
a sense of normalcy for bigotry and hate, 
and as a Muslim woman I have tons of 
negative experiences that have happened 
to me, especially over the course of the 
past few months. I think it’s important 
that people know that their words affect 
Muslim women, affect Muslims. We should 
feel comfortable living our day-to-day lives 
and we shouldn’t have to feel fear walking 
down the street, and unfortunately that’s 
not the case. 


How did you get your start in fencing? 

My parents were in search of a sport for 
me to play where I didn’t have to change 
the uniform at all. When I played volleyball 
or when I ran track and my teammates 
wore tank tops or shorts, I always had to 
wear long sleeves or long pants and also 
a hijab. So when my mom saw these fenc- 
ers. she wasn’t familiar with the sport but 
we knew that they had long pants and 
long jackets and they wore these masks. ... 
It’s really just been a godsend for me. 

What has been your biggest mental 
chailenge in the run-up to the games? 

Our qualifiers for fencing started last April, 
so we have had a full year of qualification. 

I knew back then my plan was to be posi- 
tive no matter what happened, train hard 
and always remind myself that if I put in 
the hard work, the results will come. So I’m 
always feeding myself positive energy and 
visualizing myself doing well, so that has 
always worked for me the past 365 days, 
and I hope to continue to use that training 
method to do well this summer.

Sport: Water polo 

Get to know her because: She helped the 
U.S. win its first water polo gold medal in 
2012 in London; the Americans also fin- 
ished first in their 2016 qualifying tourna- 
ment in March. 

What are your concerns regarding the 
Zika virus? 

At the end of the day our job as athletes 
is to play the game and to represent the 
USA to the best of our ability. I try to focus 
on that and not let that be a huge distrac- 
tion and let the USOC administrative part 
worry about that and us worry about our 
job and the thing that we can control.

Naturally, Chicago sports fans in particular have been focused on the NFL draft, 
the Blackhawks’ early playoff exit and Chicago’s unstoppable baseball teams. If 
you’ve been wondering what’s been going on in Brazil, the short version is that 
government corruption, highly polluted water and the Zika virus have dominated 
headlines. 

Yet even at this point the Olympics are far from all doom and gloom. RedEye 
recently caught up with a pair of American athletes seeking to put an exclamation 
point on this year’s games. 


Ibtihaj Muhammad 

Age: 30 
Sport: Fencing 

Get to know her because: Muhammad 
will become the first American to compete 
in the Olympics while wearing a hijab, 
the traditional headscarf worn by Muslim 
women. She officially qualified for Brazil in 
January. 

How concerned are you about the Zika 
virus? 

The Olympic team has always been a 
dream of mine, and I’m very excited for 


Brazil. I still feel like we have a few months 
left, and I feel like there's some more in- 
formation out there. Hopefully we’ll have 
more information the closer we get to the 
Games. 

Wiil it or anything else keep you from 
going to Rio? 

Absolutely not. No way. 

As the first American to wear a hijab in 
the Games, how do you use that piat- 
form to spread a message of tolerance? 

I think even just qualifying and being the 
first Muslim woman to compete for the 


United States in hijab provides an image 
on the world stage to show that Muslim 
women, our hijab doesn’t hinder us in any 
way from accomplishing something even 
within the sports field. For me it’s been a 
really positive experience in hopefully cre- 
ating some level of tolerance. 

In light of some public figures’ 
inflammatory statements regarding 
Musiims recentiy, what sort of message 
do you have for those who adhere to 
anti-Musiim rhetoric? 

Day in and day out I think the rhetoric that 
we’re seeing in today’s society has created 
a sense of normalcy for bigotry and hate, 
and as a Muslim woman I have tons of 
negative experiences that have happened 
to me, especially over the course of the 
past few months. I think it’s important 
that people know that their words affect 
Muslim women, affect Muslims. We should 
feel comfortable living our day-to-day lives 
and we shouldn’t have to feel fear walking 
down the street, and unfortunately that’s 
not the case. 


How did you get your start in fencing? 

My parents were in search of a sport for 
me to play where I didn’t have to change 
the uniform at all. When I played volleyball 
or when I ran track and my teammates 
wore tank tops or shorts, I always had to 
wear long sleeves or long pants and also 
a hijab. So when my mom saw these fenc- 
ers. she wasn’t familiar with the sport but 
we knew that they had long pants and 
long jackets and they wore these masks. ... 
It’s really just been a godsend for me. 

What has been your biggest mental 
chailenge in the run-up to the games? 

Our qualifiers for fencing started last April, 
so we have had a full year of qualification. 

I knew back then my plan was to be posi- 
tive no matter what happened, train hard 
and always remind myself that if I put in 
the hard work, the results will come. So I’m 
always feeding myself positive energy and 
visualizing myself doing well, so that has 
always worked for me the past 365 days, 
and I hope to continue to use that training 
method to do well this summer.

Get to know her because: She helped the 
U.S. win its first water polo gold medal in 
2012 in London; the Americans also fin- 
ished first in their 2016 qualifying tourna- 
ment in March.
